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Welcome  to  our  first  official  publication.  This  bulletin  has  been  delayed,  but 
I believe  all  of  you  can  understand  some  of  our  growing  pains.  In  addition, 
the  editor  is  new  at  the  publishing  business,  so  bear  with  me.  For  a society 
first  conceived  many  years  ago,  but  only  launched  five  months  ago,  I believe 
we  have  made  impressive  progress.  Obviously  we  have  made  mistakes,  we  have  hurt 
some  feelings  and  we're  far  from  per  feet- -however  only  comments  and  participa- 
tion from  our  members  can  steer  us  onto  the  right  path.  So  let  us  hear  your 
gripes,  suggestions  (and  compliments  too,  if  there  are  any).  The  objects  of  our 
Society  are  set  forth  elsewhere--so  no  need  to  repeat  them  in  my  opening  editor- 
ial. But  let  me  emphasize,  our  primary  object  is  not  personal  gain  in  any  form 
for  some  selected  individuals,  but  to  help  promote  and  dissemiante  Information, 
interest  and  literature  in  the  general  field  of  tokens,  medals  and  obsolete 
paper  money  or  exonumia  (a  coined  word  to  be  discussed  later) . Although  there 
has  been  some  comment,  both  pro  and  con  on  the  inclusion  of  obsolete  paper  money 
in  the  society,  at  this  time  it  is  the  unanimous  feeling  of  the  pro-tern  board 
members  that  it  should  be  included  in  the  realm  and  objects  of  the  society.  We 
have  published  articles  in  Coin  World,  as  all  of  you  undoubtedly  know,  and  fully 
intend  to  publish  articles  in  other  journals  besides  Coin  World,  unless  a de- 
cision to  the  contrary  is  reached  at  the  first  Annual  meeting.  All  members  of 
the  Society  are  now  receiving  Coin  World,  if  anyone  is  not--please  let  us  know 
Immediately.  We  have  reprinted  some  articles  from  Coin  World  herewith,  and  if 
there  is  any  demand  from  members  for  reprints  of  any  articles,  it  will  be  done 
in  the  next  issues.  Let  me  point  out  strongly,  that  all  articles  so  far  pub- 
lished have  been  ones  of  general  interest  only.  For  instance  we  might  have  a 
general  article  on  game  counters  in  one  of  the  regular  journals,  but  detailed 
catalogs  and  valuations  (if  possible)  will  only  be  published  in  our  quarterly 
journal.  Eventually,  these  detailed  articles  may  be  reprinted  in  book  form, 
such  as  our  sister  society  the  American  Vecturist  Association  has  done  (The 
AVA’ s "Atwood  Catalog  of  Transpor  tat  ion . Tokens'*')  . But  now,  this  is  just  in 
formative  stages.  Articles  in  preparation  will  mentioned  later  in  this  issue-- 
let  us  have  suggestions  for  others  (and  of  course  volunteers).

DETAILS  OF  THE  FOUNDING  MEETINGS 


The  idea  of  forming  a Society  for  token  and  medal  collectors  was  discussed  many 


years  ago  (about  1952)  by  Messrs.  Curto,  Schwartz,  Gould  and  the  Fulds.  At  that 
time,  only  about  ten  people  expressed  interest  after  an  article  in  the  Numis- 
matist (today  things  have  changed,  to  say  the  least).  At  the  MANA  convention  in 
October,  in  Washington  a few  of  the  members  had  an  informal  discussion  about 
forming  a society  and  the  idea  caught  fire.  An  organizational  meeting  was  call- 
ed for  the  Michigan  State  Mumismatic  Convention  in  Detroit,  November  19,  1960 
and  the  project  was  officially  launched.  About  a dozen  members  met  in  Detroit, 
and  with  the  backing  of  dozens  of  fellow  collectors  from  all  over  the  country, 
a tentative  slate  of  officers  was  selected  plus  a defining  of  objects,  purposes, 
etc.  Present  at  the  Detroit  meeting  were  James  Curto,  Lucy  Kelly,  Q.  David 
Bowers,  Clifford  Mishler,  Harry  Lessin,  Joseph  Lucas,  Earl  Rankhauser,  Charles 
N.  Ricard,  George  D.  Hatie,  Thomas  W.  Fruit,  Walter  Minkle,  Jr.,  Ruth  Hammel  and 
Henry  Spankelberger  (if  anyone  was  inadvertantly  left  off  this  list  let  us  knowX 
A tentative  outline  prepared  by  Jim  Curto  was  discussed  and  in  main  approved  as 
below. 

Object  of  organization: 

1.  To  promote  and  stimulate  the  study  of  medals,  tokens,  and  paper  money. 

2.  To  cultivate  fraternal  collector  relations. 

3.  To  encourage  research,  articles  and  recording  of  such  materials. 

4.  To  disperse  information  and  knowledge. 

5.  To  advance  interest  and  prestige. 

6.  To  promote  meetings  at  conventions  (especially  regional  ones). 

Our  annual  meeting  will  be  held  in  conjunction  with  the  annual  A.N.A. 
convention . 

7.  To  promote  and  encourage  distinct  classifications  at  exhibits. 

8.  To  endeaver  to  determine  fair  valuations  for  tokens,  medals  and  paper 
currency.  This  is  a difficult  area,  but  moving  slowly  and  using  boni- 
fide  sales  as  a basis,  this  can  be  accomplished.  It  is  not  for  the 
profit  of  any  individual--however , no  matter  what,  as  in  all  areas 
where  supply  and  demand  determine  values,  as  more  interest  evolves  in  a 
field  and  there  is  more  collector  demand,  prices  will  rise. 

The  following  pro-tern  slate  of  officers  were  chosen.  Elections  will  be  held  at 
the  Annual  meeting,  and  in  the  quarterly  bulletin  published  this  summer,  a bal- 
lot will  be  enclosed  for  absentee  balloting.  At  that  time  the  by-laws,  incor- 
poration, etc.  will  also  be  finalized.

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Messrs.  Harry  Lessin  and  Ellis  Edlowitz  were  appointed  to  prepare  incorporation 
papers  (as  a Non-profit  organization  in  Washington,  D.C.)  and  to  draft  by-laws. 

This  should  be  ready  for  presentation  to  the  Annual  meeting  in  August. 

A publication  was  agreed  upon,  quarterly  to  begin  with,  with  every  possible  attempt 
to  work  toward  monthly  as  soon  as  possible. 

We  will  definitely  become  an  affilated  club  with  the  A.N.A.  (Corporate  Member),  but 
our  legal  counsels  have  advised  waiting  until  incorporation  is  completed. 

The  meeting  program  will  be  arranged  by  the  officers  and  board  of  governors  in  ad- 
vance of  the  annual  meeting.  A tentative  agenda  will  be  drafted  and  circulated  to 
the  board  in  the  near  future. 

Establishment  of  awards,  to  be  given  in  the  name  of  the  society  was  definitely 
agreed  upon.  The  selection  of  an  emblem  for  the  society  was  thrust  upon  the  capable 
shoulders  of  Clifford  Mishler,  and  his  efforts  are  incorporated  in  the  Masthead. 
Final  approval  and  changes  can  be  made  at  the  annual  meeting.  A rooster  with  names 
and  addresses  of  members  will  be  published  bi-annually  at  least,  with  new  members 
listed  in  each  bulletin.  A full  list  of  charter  members  will  be  published  in  the 
next  bulletin. 

The  annual  dues  was  established  at  $2.00  with  an  intiation  fee  of  $1.00.  This  will 
be  reviewed  at  the  Annual  meeting,  as  by  then  some  indication  of  costs  for  the 
smooth  running  of  the  Society  will  be  available. 


THE  SECRETARY'S  OFFICE 

Our  capable  secretary  has  been  working  diligently  for  months-- in  one  week  she  sent 
over  600  letters.  Naturally,  it  is  impossible  to  keep  current,  but  she's  doing  her 
best.  We  can  report  that  all  members  have  received  their  membership  cards  (this  is 
a story  in  itself--our  good  friend  Ward  Russell  has  worked  long  and  hard  on  these 
cards,  but  his  fine  result  will  not  be  available  until  next  year).  Our  hats'  off 
to  Lucy--shes  done  a grand  job  and  deserves  our  heartfelt  thanks. 


OUR  FIRST  OFFICIAL  MEDAL 

Now  a real  surprise  for  everyone.  Through  the  kind  cooperation  of  Wendell-North- 
western, Inc.  and  their  officers,  Roy  Small  and  Wm.  Bryant,  we  will  have  our  first 
annual  medal  available  for  FREE  distribution  to  members.  The  Society  is  only  paying 
a small  share  of  the  cost  of  this  medal.  The  present  plan  calls  for  the  distri- 
bution of  a free  oxidized  bronze  medal  with  the  summer  bulletin.  This  medal  will 
only  be  available  to  members  of  the  society  and  none  will  be  sold  to  non-members. 

(If  there  is  feeling  among  the  members  to  strike  a medal  for  distribution  to  non- 
members, in  a different  metal  than  that  distributed  to  members,  at  a price,  it  will 
be  considered).  The  medal  will  consist  of  an  appropiate  obverse,  with  a reverse 
designating  the  First  annual  meeting  of  our  society,  held  in  conjunction  with  the 
ANA  convention  in  Atlanta.  In  addition,  tentatively  we  plan  to  allow  members  to  sub- 
scribe to  a silver  medal,  if  they  want  at  $3.00  apiece--one  only  to  a member  and  a 
gold  one  if  they  want  it.  Details  of  this  will  be  circulated  well  in  advance  of 
deadlines,  to  the  membership.  However,  with  the  next  summer  bulletin,  each  paid 
member  will  receive  a copy  of  the  copper  commemorative  medal  free  of  charge.  Your 
comments  on  this  will  be  appreciated. 
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ESTABLISHMENT  OF  AWARDS 

As  suggested  by  the  founding  committee,  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  A.N.A.  has 
been  approached  in  respect  to  establishing  annual  awards  to  be  given  by  the  society 
for  the  best  exhibit  in  several  categories  at  the  Annual  ANA  convention.  First,  in 
the  medal  field,  the  Burton  H.  Saxton  Award  is  already  established,  so  an  award  by 
our  Society  would  be  superfulous.  However,  at  the  next  board  meeting  of  the  A.N.A. 
in  April,  the  subject  of  establishing  awards  for  the  best  exhibit  in  the  Token 
category  and  the  best  exhibit  in  Obsolete  Paper  Currency  will  be  discussed.  We  are 
hopeful  of  a favorable  decision.  The  two  awards  will  cost  the  Society  approximately 
$35.00  apiece  annually,  a small  investment  for  the  rewards  achieved.  Naturally,  the 
selection  of  the  awards  would  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  ANA  Exhibits  Commit- 
tee, and  we  would  have  no  control  over  them--as  it  should  be.  (Of  course,  some  of 
our  members  might  be  on  the  exhibit  committee,  but  this  would  be  coincidental). 


PUBLICITY 

We  owe  a heartfelt  vote  of  thanks  to  the  editors  of  Coin  World,  Numismatic  News, 

The  Numismatic  Scrapbook,  and  the  Numismatist  for  the  fine  publicity  afforded  our 
society.  We  do  not  have  an  offical  publication  other  than  this  quarterly.  This 
policy,  of  course,  can  only  be  changed  by  a vote  of  the  members  at  the  Annual  meet- 
ing if  they  so  desire.  The  page  sponsored  by  the  Society  in  Coin  World  has  been  a 
resounding  success  and  has  'spread  the  gospel'  to  many  collectors,  who  heretofore 
had  been  unaware  of  the  entire  field  of  tokens,  medals  and  paper  money. 


NAME  OF  SOCIETY 

The  official  name  of  the  Society  is  The  Society  of  Medal,  Token,  and  Obsolet  Paper 
Money  Collectors.  This  is  it,  until  changed  by  a vote  of  the  membership.  There  has 
been  some  discussion  about  a shorter  name,  or  a coined  name,  and  this  will  be  given 
full  'airing'  at  the  Annual  meeting.  For  shorty  at  present  we  are  the  SMT&OPMC , 
quite  a mouthful.  In  some  places  (including  our  membership  cards,  by  error).  Medals 
and  Tokens  were  plural--this  was  a mistake.  They  should  be  singular.  Our  venerable 
California  friend,  Russ  Rulau  has  coined  (a  pun)  a new  name  to  cover  the  field  of 
the  society.  His  name,  EXONUMIST,  has  much  merit,  but  of  course  will  have  to  be 
discussed  and  decided  upon  finally  by  the  membership  at  large.  Many  names  relating 
to  our  hobby  were  coined,  such  as  Numismatist  and  Vecturist,  so  his  reasoning  is  why 
not  one  for  us?  His  proposed  name  is  the  American  Exomumist  Society.  Comments 
would  be  appreciated  (an  editoral  in  one  newspaper  has  already  appeared  on  this  sub- 
ject) .

We  will  publish  a bibliography  of  articles  on  ob- 
solete paper,  so  that  readers  can  find  the  information  on  particular  states,  such  as 
the  fine  articles  by  Wismer,  Davis,  and  more  recently  Muscalcus  and  Markhoff.

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"EMBOSSED  OR  SHELL  STORE  CARDS"

The  idea  for  this  article  was  born  at  the  meeting  of  the  founders  of  the  Southern 
California  Exonumist  Society  on  December  4th,  1960  at  Fullerton,  Calif,,  and  is 
based  largely  on  my  private  collection  and  notes.  This  collection  is  the  result  of 
many  years  of  diligent  effort.  For  their  fine  cooperation,  we  would  like  to  thank 
Melvin  and  George  Fuld,  whose  assistance,  freely  rendered,  made  this  work  a reality. 
Thanks  also  to  Leo  A,  Young,  James  J.  Curto,  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  Max 
M.  Schwartz  and  others  too  numerous  to  mention,  for  their  assistance  and  encourage- 
ment . 

Our  colleague,  Maurice  M.  Gould,  loaned  his  fine  set  of  photographs  for  many  of  the 
illustrations  which  follow,  as  well  as  providing  much  assistance  and  advice  on  many 
previously-unknown  varieties.  My  personal  thanks  go  to  Russell  Rulau,  who  gave  so 
freely  and  completely  of  his  time  and  effort.  Without  his  fine  work,  this  article 
probably  would  have  remained  only  an  idea. 

INTRODUCTION 

This  work  is  an  attempt  born  of  necessity  to  provide  present-day  collectors  with  a 
detailed  listing  of  those  intriguing,  little-known  American  store  cards  known 
variously  as  Shell  Cards,  Embossed  Business  Cards  or  Mirror  (Looking-Glass)  Cards. 
These  cards  are  composed  of  a thin  shell,  usually  brass,  on  which  a design  is  em- 
bossed. The  interior  of  the  shell  is  then  filled  with  a paper  composition,  usually 
cardboard,  and  the  issuer's  name  and  advertisement  is  printed  thereon. 

Some  of  the  cards  are  composed  of  two  shells,  which  are  joined  after  being  filled 
with  cardboard  to  improve  their  wearing  qualities  and  add  strength  to  the  disc. 

This  type  of  card  will  have  embossing  on  both  sides  of  the  finished  product.  Cer- 
tain other  cards  contain  no  embossing  on  the  metallic  side,  but  contain  an  inset 
""looking  glass",  or  mirror.  These  latter  are  known  as  "mirror"  cards. 

The  first  attempt  to  list  these  cards  was  by  J.  M.  Tilton  in  1881  in  the  "Numismatic 
Directory”;  the  next  and  only  other  serious  attempt  in  this  direction  was  by  Harry 
A Gray  in  the  1920  "Numismatist",  Neither  former  attempt,  nor  the  scattered  ref- 
erences to  individual  cards  to  be  found  in  the  works  of  other  compilers,  lent  any 
completeness  to  the  subject.  The  present  listing  is  also  undoubtedly  incomplete, 
but  every  effort  has  been  expended  consistent  with  publication  deadlines  to  describe 
accurately  the  varieties  known  to  exist. 

Unfortunately,  many  of  the  355  varieties  listed  in  Tilton's  work  have  not  been  found. 
This  is  more  the  pity  since  he  labored  only  5 years  after  most  of  these  cards  were 
last  produced  (1876),  and  probably  collected  them  as  early  as  their  heyday  in  1868. 
These  varieties  are  included  here  for  full  treatment,  but  description  is  based  large- 
ly on  conjecture.  Tilton  listed  only  the  issuer  and  whether  the  card  was  made  to 
resemble  a silver  dollar,  a gold  double  eagle  or  a looking-glass.  The  Liberty  Head 
variety  probably  was  intended  on  most  of  Tilton's  double  eagle  cards,  just  as  the 
Liberty  Seated  obverse  undoubtedly  is  meant  on  most  of  the  dollar  varieties. 

Since  this  is  a tentative  listing  only,  Mr.  Rulau  and  I have  not  attempted  to  deter- 
mine which  die-sinker  embossed  which  card  or  to  delve  at  all  into  the  die  varieties 
or  printing  differences.  These  labors  need  more  extensive  research  before  they  can 
even  be  approached.  We  have  noted  at  least  6 different  Liberty  Head  and  6 different 
Liberty  Seated  varieties,  but  the  differences  are  minor  and  do  not  concern  us  here.

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EMBOSSED  OR  SHELL  STORE  CARDS  - CONTINUED 

The  decade  1866-1876,  following  the  Civil  War,  was  the  period  of  issue  of  almost  all 
the  cards  appearing  here.  The  reader  will  recognize  many  merchants  who  issued  trades- 
man cards  of  the  Civil  War  period,  and  some  others  who  issued  cards  lister  by  Edgar  H. 
Adams,  Dr.  B.P.  Wright  and  others.  A very  few  modern  shells  are  included,  but  no  at- 
tempt has  been  made  to  research  this  area. 

The  few  Canadian,  Mexican,  French,  etc  pieces  described  herein  so  closely  resemble  the 
series  that  they  cannot  be  disassociated  logically.  The  Canadian  and  Mexican  pieces 
undoubtedly  were  made  in  this  country  by  order  of  merchants  in  these  countries. 

The  exact  role  these  tokens  played  in  the  commercial  life  of  the  Sixties  and  Seventies 
remains  one  of  the  mysteries  which  it  is  hoped  this  article  will  unlock.  Their  pur- 
pose undoubtedly  was  more  advertising  than  monetary,  yet  their  close  resemblance  to 
monetary  issues  of  these  United  States  makes  them  distinctly  a numismatic  entity  as 
well  as  one  of  the  most  interesting  of  all  exonumist  items. 

Mr.  Gray  in  his  1920  listing,  as  he  states  in  his  article,  based  his  listing  and  his 
descriptions  on  a survey  of  about  70  old  W.  E.  Woodward  sale  catalogues  and  he  made 
the  erroneous  assumption  that  the  83  pieces  he  listed  were  a "fairly  complete  list  of 
these  issues."  He  was  unaware  of  the  previous  Tilton  listing,  then  39  years  old,  as 
he  states,  "As  far  as  I know,  these  issues  have  never  been  listed  except  in  sale  cat- 
alogues ." 

An  interesting  puzzle  is  brought  up  by  the  Gray  list.  He  noted  32  items  in  the  size 
of  the  gold  $10  piece,  yet  Tilton,  who  should  have  known,  listed  none.  Further,  none 
has  been  found  existing  today  which  can  difinitely  be  authenticated  at  the  time  of 
this  writing.  Since  there  is  some  doubt  that  these  actually  existed,  they  are  omit- 
ted from  the  listing  - although  the  merchants  unknown  to  others  are  included  here. 

We  admit  the  probability  that  such  eagle  cards  exist,  but  cannot  prove  it. 

It  is  known  that  T.  N.  Hickcox  and  Company  of  New  York  City  manufactured  many  of  the 
mirror  cards  and  that  Murdock  & Spencer  of  Cincinnati  prepared  many  Liberty  Head 
varieties.  However,  Joseph  J.  Sayre  of  Cincinnati,  J.  F.  W.  Dorman  of  Baltimore  and 
undoubtedly  other  firms  were  active  in  producing  these  cards. 

Just  a word  on  rarity.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  give  comparative  rarities  nor  to 
price  these  items.  The  reasons  for  this  will  be  evident  by  the  location  in  major 
collections  of  the  varieties  listed.  Many  are  undoubtedly  unique  and  none  are  com- 
mon, except  possibly  the  Howe  Scales  and  Udolpho  Wolfe  issues.  Dealers  seldom  sell 
these  scarce  cards,  and  even  more  seldom  do  they  appear  in  auction  catalogues.  Owners 
prefer  to  hold  them  for  display;  once  sold,  they  are  seldom  replaced.  When  they  are 
sold,  the  lowest  price  usually  quoted  is  $10  per  copy. 

We  trust  the  collector  may  become  more  familiar  with  embossed  cards  after  perusing 
these  pages.  To  say  they  have  been  neglected  would  be  the  understatement  of  the  year 
- perhaps  "forgotten"  would  be  more  appropriate. 


EXPLANATION  OF  ABBREVIATIONS  AND  SYMBOLS  USED  IN  THE  LISTING 

ISSUER  Only  those  abbreviations  commonly  understood,  such  as  Bros,  for  Brothers,  Co. 
for  Company,  Jas.  for  James,  etc  are  used. 
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CITY  City  names  are  not  abbreviated,  except  NY  for  New  York  City.  In  general,  all 
state  names  are  reduced  to  the  standard  abbreviations. 

DATE  Is  the  date  shown  on  the  card,  which  is  not  necessarily  the  actual  date  of 
issue.  For  example,  those  pieces  dated  "1776”  were  issued  in  1876  on  the 
occasion  of  the  United  States  Centennial. 

OBVERSE  DEVICE  The  obverse,  as  used  here,  is  that  side  of  the  card  which  is  of 

metal  and  carries  a seated  Liberty  or  other  symbolic  device.  Abbreviations 
used  are:

REVERSE  COLOR  Where  a color  is  given,  the  reverse  composition  is  understood  to  be 

Where  a metal  color  is  given,  a metal- 
lic reverse  is  indicated.  Abbreviations  will  be  avoided  in  this  column. 

WHERE  The  location  in  a private  or  museum  collection,  where  known,  is  given  here. 

The  "T"  for  Tilton  indicates  that  the  piece  was  listed  by  him  but  has  not 
been  located  by  the  compiler.  Unfortunately,  many  of  Tilton's  pieces  have 
not  been  found;  on  such  items,  the  "G"  under  the  obverse  metal  indicates  a 
gold  double  eagle  imitation  is  meant,  and  the  "S"  a silver  dollor  imitation. 
The  gilt  Liberty  Head  and  silver  Liberty  Seated  must  be  assumed  pending  cor- 
rection. Abbreviations  for  the  location  of  these  cards  will  be  found  in  Note 
#1. 

OTHERS  1 . - to  left;  r.  - right;  Rulau  # - arbitrarily  assigned  on  an  alphabeti- 
cal basis  as  a first  step  in  standardizing  the  list.  Annotations  will  be 
found  after  many  pieces,  cross-referencing  to  standard  works  listed  in  the 
Bibliography.  Each  merchant  is  assigned  a separate  number,  and  varieties  of 
the  same  issuer  are  indicated  by  a suffix  letter  (e.g.  23a).  Later  additions, 
which  would  not  be  fitted  into  their  proper  order  without  re-numbering  the 
entire  list,  are  indicated  by  prefix  letters  (e.g.  A70)  .

2.  Practically  all  of  the  pieces  listed  herein  have  never  appeared  before  in  pub- 
lished works,  except  the  Tilton  listing  of  355  pieces,  which  the  majority  of  even 
advanced  coin  collectors  have  never  seen.  It  is  recognized  that  many  unreported 
varieties  may  exist,  and  that  some  of  the  pieces  listed  herein  from  Gray  or  Til- 
ton may  no  longer  exist  or  are  due  to  faulty  descriptions.  During  the  compila- 
tion of  this  article,  surveys  of  the  collections  indicated  that  very  few  dupli- 
cations exist,  from  which  many  conclusions  can  be  drawn. 


3.  Collectors  who  can  supply  additional  information  about  these  cards  are  requested 
to  do  so.  As  in  any  other  tentative  listing,  errata  and  omissions  are  inevitable, 
and  collectors  can  supply  much  needed  data.

4.  The  Tilton  collection,  probably  the  largest  ever  formed  of  these  cards,  was  sold 
April  30,  1886  in  W.  E.  Woodward's  sale  #84.  The  shells  were  sold  as  lots  549 
through  566,  mostly  in  large  groups.  It  may  be  amusing  for  today's  collector  to 
note  the  prices  realized  on  this  sale:

40  more  Liberty  Head  pieces,  also  was  bid  out  at  each, 
consisting  of  9 Washington  bust  pieces,  realized  Ic  each, 
the  Havana  Lottery  piece  picturing  Charles  of  Spain,  brought  2<?. 

Coup's  Renowned  Monster  Shows,  which  has  not  been  located,  realized  lOq. 
Barnum's  New  York  Museum,  another  non-located  specimen,  brought  20q. 
consisting  of  42  scarce  mirror  cards,  was  bought  at  Iq  each. 


The  entire  collection  of  333  pieces  listed  by  Woodward  brought  only  about  $5.00, 
a sum  which,  at  today's  prices,  probably  would  not  buy  a single  specimen'.  We  are 
indebted  for  this  information  to  Dr.  George  Fuld,  who  brought  it  to  our  attention.
